Dear Irene: 


As suggested at the Reunion in Portland, I have visited France in late September/Oct 
and made contact with all the Mayors in all the cities of the Southwest (LeRochelle, 
Rochefort sur Mer, Saintes, Angouleme and Villejesus) and they assured me that if the 
Violette family should make another visit to the ancestral country in the future, they 
would be received as well as they were in 1982 if not better. You will recsll that 
trip was devised in heaven for they who went and were received with official receptions 
in every city. Now the trip is not set in concrete because of many details which need 
to be worked out. I have already contacted a travel agency to get an estimete of costs 
for groups of 20 or 50 during a 12 deys visit in France in September 1988. 


The itinerary would be as follows: Depart Boston on a Saturday evening and arrive 
Paris Sunday morning. Take the bus at DeGaulle Aeroport Sunday morning bound for 
LaRochelle arriving there last afternoon, Hotel Ibis on Rue de la Motte. Free sunday 
evening. 


Monday - reception at Hotel de Ville and shopping and sightseeing in LaRochelle also 
called the "Paris of the South.” Hotel Ibis for the evening. 


Tuesday - Trip to Rochefort-sur-Mer and reception st Hotel de Ville with Mayor Frot. 

Sightseeing around the city and return to LaRochelle that evening at Hotel 

Ibis, Rochefort is the city from which Charles, wife Marie David and Fran- 
cois departed France for Louisbourg, Isle Royale in May 1749. Charles is 
buried in this city near the "Signal Tower) which is now used by the Navy 
and was once the ancient Eglise/vhere Charles' funeral was sung. 

St. Louis : 

Wednesday - On to Saintes with reception with Mayor Baron st Hotel de Ville. Shopping 
or sightseeng during the pem. This city was organized in 100 B.C. by the Romans 
and where Francois was born at Eglise St. Vivien. This has a roman arena and 
much history. Proceed to Angouleme for stay at Hotel des Trois Piliers 


Thursday - Reception at Hotel de Ville with Deputy/Mayor Boucheron. This is a very 
picturesque hotel de ville in an ancient fortress, Sighteeeing in the afternoon 
Hotel des Trois Piliers. 


Friday - Free Day for side trips to Rochefoucault--/ancient citadel), Chasse Neuve a 
Maquis cemetery from WWHI or arrangement could be made to visit a cognac distillery 
in Cognac or as the group may decide. 


Saturday - Trip to Villejesus and reception with Mayor Montussac in the Commune and general 
a sightseeing in the general area,..there definitely will be a visit to several 
wine producing distributors and possibly a meal featuring Charente cooking dating 
to the days of our ancestors...Meet cousins who will be cogregating to welcome 
the group. 


Sunday -- on the roed to St. Malo on the Northwest Coest of France and famed during +? 
Second Front invasion of WWII....2 hotel selected by the Travel Agency. 


Morday-- visit to Mont St. Michel and St. James American cemetery. Mont St. Michel 
is an island which featured an ancient prison and later expanded to become 
@ grand tak cathedral. This is a wonderful place to buy souvenirs and to 
taste Madame Poullard's famous omlets., Continue on to Paris and in a hotel 
selected by the Travel Agency. 


Tuesday - Sightseeing in Peris....trip toV rsailles.... 
Wesnesday -- Freedom to do your thing in Paris... 
Thursday -- return to U.S, 

As stated above, nothing is set in concrete and it is quite possible that due to the 
fall dollar, we may have to postpone the trip until 1989 in September mz as the 
exchange right now makes the trip on a personal level (souvenirs..,restaurant visits... 


shows...) much too expensive. However, should the price for the trip be accentable, 
whieh will include breakfast and suppers might make a difference... 


What is needed right now is for your newsletter to provide this information to the 
rank and £im file of the family, Anyone interested in making this trip, either this 
year (1988) or 1989 to contact me at P.0, Box $34, Augusta, Meine 04330. I will then 
get in touch with each and everyone who wishes to go and keep them advised and informed 
concerning any plan thet might present itself, There is nothing binding about this 
and I am very happy. und willing to correlate all plans about this. However, when and 
if the price is right and the t ravel agency agrees to our terms they will be made 
available to all who wish to participate and at that time only will they be required 
to make a decision to go to France,

all expressed pleasure at meeting more of their American cousins. Once you meet them 
I am certain all will take pride in heving discovered our roots and having a tie to the 
past.
